The [ollowing
relates to Mr. Roosevelt's Har-
vard days:

“There being no Dutch Re
formed Church in Cambridge, he

Candy=Eating Children,

I have otten felt that the great
craving for sweets 1n a child
meant that it was something
which the system required, but
my experience with candy-eating
children has led me to beheve
that Nature is not always a safe
guide, and notably in this matter
of the craving that children have
for sweets, The effects of candy
upon the digestion of the child
should be carefully watched. It
should be given after neals, as it
will otherwise spoil the appetite.
A New York doctor several years
ago made a study of a number of
cases, apd found that certain chil
dren, those who inherited rheuo-
matic and gouty conditions,
would have a series of troubles if
they ate muchsweets. He called
such “the sugar susceptibles,”
since whenever they ate sub-
stances which had mueh cane su-
gar, they were variously afflicted.
Sometimes the stomach would be
npset, sometimes they would act
as 1f they had caught cold, having
a bronchtis or sore throat, They
would break out with skin erup.
tions or have rheumatic attacks,
Such children were pot allowed
sugar on their cereals or in pre
sarved fruits. They soon accus
tomed themselves to going with:
out sugar. BSaccharine was used
to sweeten food for the “sugar
susceptibles.” Many exper-
ments were tried to see how much
sugar an ordinary well child
could take. It was found that
children differed very widely in
this respect, but that a child
could not take more than three or
four ounces a day without show-
ing the signs of sugar poisoning,

Science in Farming.

The farmers of Pennsylvania
are showing their faith i agri
cultural education by sending

the School of Agriculture 1n The
Pennsylvania Stato College, The
growth of this achool 1n this state
lasttution has been remarkable,
The criticism made of some state
agricultural schools that they
train boys wholly away from the
farm will not apply to Peonsyl
vania. One hundred and seventy
of the four hundred and seventy-
nine students enrolled m the
School of Agriculture last year
took courses that fit only for ru.
ral life, while a considerable per-
centage of the remaining num-
ber, who are taking the four
years' college courses, expect to
engage in some department of
practical farming.

The Two Years' Course in Ag-
riculture attracts young men who
have not been able fo prepare for
a four years' course, and it fits
men for practical work only and
vot for professional hfe.
